No ene who has read the previous work of Prof.
Nichol can have forgotten the absorbirg interest of
its subject and style, and the magnificent view of
the boundless universe which it opened. Toall
such the name of the author will be = sufficient
guaranty for the value of the present volume.
Although it does not treat of such infinitely dis-
tant and greet objects as its predecessor, it por-
trays subjects nearer home and more particularly
connected with our own system. It might seem
that previous astronomers had exhausted all that
could be said on these matters, but our author has
proved the contrary. He first briefly sketches the
phenomena of the motior of the planetary orbs, as
they appear to an ordinary observer, and then pro-
cecds to detail the various theories suggested to
explain thesc motions. This part of the work is
rendered exceedingly interesting by its full bio-
graphical details. We review in turn the multi-
tudinous circles of Prolemy; the countless ever-
wheeling crystalline spheres of Purbach; the sim-
ple and grand system of Copernicus; the teles-
copic discoveries of Galileo; the enthusiastic la-
bors, the Castle of the Heavens, the exile, and
death of Tycho Brahe; and the prophetic guesses
of Kepler, whose almost superhuman ganius makes
pardonable his arrogant saying that © his beok
might well wait a ceatury for a reader, since God
had waited 600U years for an observer.”

The second part of the work treats of the phy-
gical constitution of the solar system, and of the
bodies which compose it. Here we find many in-
teresting speculations. We learn that were we
transported to the sun, our own weight would
crush every bone to powder, while on the asteroid
Vesta, we would be able to leap sixty feet into the
air! The telescepic views of the moon will be
found very curious. The constitution of the sun
is very fully discussed, and comets are briefly de-
scribed.

The third part contains * glimpses at the unity
of things,” and unfolds the law of Gravitation,
which so beautifully simplifies and brings under
one plainrule all these complex phenomena.  The
only fault of the work is the author’s proneness to
enthusiastic rhopsodies, which often border on
rant, but these can be easily overlcoked.

The Navy has always been the favorite arm of
American defence. The prejudices which have
sometimes affected the popularity of the Army,
have never touched the Navy. Its victories have
heen received with the most unalloyed enthusiasm,
and even its defeats have been palliated and par-
doned. We would attribute this feeling in a great
degreo to the mystery and romance which envelope
the doings of those * who go down to the Seain
great ships.” Landsmen have only dim ideas of
nautical movements, and fancy always exaggerates
the unknown. They hear of the results, and do
not see the petty details which produce them, and
imagine a victory the effect of a smgle gigantic ef-
fort, and not af a succession of repeated exertions.
But whatever the cause of the popularity of the
Navy, the fact is unquestionable, and a pertion of
that favor may be deservedly given to this elegant
volume, which the loss of our copy deprived of an
earlier notice.

Professor Frost has here presented a graphic
and clear narrative of the thrilling achievements of
the naval heroes of the Republic. He has record-
ed them in a populur and attractive form, and
seems to have aimed at exciting that spirit of emu-
lation which shall prove that in a Nation’s career,
a glorious past is the best guaranty of a glorious
future. Less voluminous and controversial than
the Naval History of Cooper, this volume is much
better adapted for general perasal.

Commencing with the War of Independence,
we have the details of the actions in that struggle
which, though singly of very trifling importance,
yet taken together contributed much to the final |
success, and which display some striking traits of
courage and magnanimity.
